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Foreword 


The most interesting feature of the past year is undoubtedly the 
breaking of the ground for the gymnasium. This took place on April

that the plan for the memorial gymnasium for those members of 
Saltus who fought in both World wars was nearer realisation. At the 
time of writing, the work is progressing most satisfactorily and it is 
hoped that it will be completed by the beginning of the Christmas 
term. An official laying of a corner stone will take place on the after- 
noon of Founder’s Day.

During his career here he has most ably handled the teach- 
ing of French throughout the school, and for the past five years has 
been Games Master and a member of the advisory committee to the 
Headmaster. His decision to resign his post here was taken, I believe, 
after very careful consideration and with a considerable amount of 
reluctance. Yet his ambition to obtain wider experience by taking a 
post graduate course at Harvard University in order to better equip 
himself for the educational sphere could not be denied. To deal ade- 
quately with Mr. Gascoigne’s attributes is far beyond the scope of 
this article and would require much more space than is allowed. It 
is sufficient to say that we shall miss him a great deal at the school 
and will follow his progress with the same interest as I am sure he 
will take in ours. We wish him the best of luck, and hope that in a 


few years we may again have the pleasure of working with him here 
in Bermuda.

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Admiral’s Empire Day Address 
At Saltus 


The boys of Saltus Grammar School heard a stirring address by 
Vice-Admiral Symonds-Tayler, Commander-in-Chief, America and 
West Indies Station, in connection with their Empire Day celebra- 
tions on Tuesday morning. Accompanied by the Flag Lieutenant, the 
Commander-in-Chief inspected a cadet guard-of-honour prior to the 
assembly in the hall, where the headmaster, Mr. H. J. Hallett, con- 
ducted the service. 

Mr. Hallett said that the presence of the Commander-in-Chief at 
their Empire Day celebrations had become a tradition and they were 
proud to have him with them again. In the course of his extensive 
travels in the Empire the Commander-in-Chief had come into con- 
tact with the other peoples of the Empire, and so his presence with 
them on that day was a significant link with those other citizens of 
the Empire. Mr. Hallett said he was also happy to welcome the re- 
presentative of the I.0.D.E., Mrs. Leon Powe'l, who during the past 
nine years had never missed one of their Empire Day addresses. 

Admiral Symonds-Tayler said that he hoped they all had read the 
Empire Day message of Lord Gowrie, President of the Empire Day 
movement, for it epitomised the true meaning of the Empire in their 
lives. 

LACKED CERTAIN LINKS 


If they looked back about a hundred years they would find a Bri- 
tish Empire which was powerful and extensive, but which lacked cer- 
tain strong links binding it together as at the present day. From the 
development of better communications had emerged those stronger 
links due to the closer contacts engendered by travel. The mutual 
inter-change of visits by representatives from different parts of the 
Empire had helped to forge the bond of fel’owship; these had helped 
the peoples of the Empire to see in Queen Victoria the living symbol 
of the Crown, the head of their family of nations. 

It was not until 1902 that Empire Day (the anniversary of Queen 
Victoria’s birthday) had been founded by the Earl of Meath as a day 
set aside for loyal citizens to commemorate and to pay tribute to the 
Empire which had stood the test for over three hundred years, and 
which was the finest institution the world had ever known. 

Fundamentally it was based upon loyalty, which meant remaining 
faithful in allegiance to King and country and to those set over one. 
It was born and bred in all of them, being British. It was their duty 
to develop that loyalty so that they might become loyal Empire citi- 
zens. Loyalty started from the earliest age at home, loyalty to parents 
and to the family; it continued at school; it would equally be de- 
manded from them through their university or other career; and 
loyalty to King and country, and of course to God, said Admiral Sy- 
monds-Tayler. 

SHOULD FOLLOW ADVICE 

It behoved them while at school to follow advice of superiors which 
would guide them along the path of loya! citizenship. He would sug- 
gest, too, that they would do well to take as their example the lives 
of their forefathers who by loyalty had built up the Empire. 

Another principle which they would do well to adopt was never 
to say anything about anyone which they wou'd not say to his face, 
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that is, not to run a fellow down behind his back. It was by following 
this precept that loyatly was automatically developed. 

One and all they were links in the chain which bound the Empire 
together. é 

Would these links be strong enough to withstand the test when it. 
came? asked Admiral Symonds-Tayler. It was in their hands. All 
of them had it in their power, in one way or another, to mould the 
future of the Empire. 

By their thoughts and actions they should live a life which would 
ensure that when tested they would find themselves loyal citizens of 
the Empire. Thus they would help the Empire, and in doing so would 
work together for the good of the world. ; 


The Debating Society 


“It pays to advertise.”’ While not denying the truth of this cliche, 
there are many who deplore the length to which advertising is car- 
ried nowadays, and this yielded a stimulating subject for our Visitors’ 
Debate on March 16th, when Mr. Bob Ede and Wing-Commander 
Ware (members of Mr. Ford Baxter’s Public Speaking Group) team- 
ed uv with members of the Saltus Debating Society. The terms of 
the Debate were: “That advertising is overdone in the world of to- 
day.” 

Proposing the motion, Mr. Ede suggested that advertising had be- 
come so ubiquitous as to amount to a public nuisance, and so fan- 
tastic in many of its claims that it constituted a public menace. He 
cited radio advertising by way of illustration: they were all familiar 
with radio programmes spoiled by frequent interpolation of adver- 
tisements such as those for miracle-workine liver pills or for hair 
tonics capable of stimulating hirsute growth on billiard balls; many 
of the claims were completely false. One ran into them everywhere— 
by radio, in the newspapers, on hoardings. His objection was not 
against advertising as such, but against the fantastic leneth to which 
it was carried. Advertisements were too often exaggerated in their 
terms, and were sometimes really pernicious. Why should the public 
be constantly deluged with such falsities? He felt that advertising as 
it was practised today tended to exert a bad influence. In America 
for instance, advertisements for patent medicines were so persistent 
that people were induced to take pills instead of seeing a doctor, 
their health was likely to suffer in consequence, and the doctor was 
confronted with a more difficult task when finally they had to con- 
sult him after all. It had been asserted by the Business Bureau of 
America that it was constantly waging war against the false claims 
made by advertisements. He submitted that advertising was overdone. 

Wing-Commander Ware, opposing, deprecated the restricted view 
taken of advertising. Considered in its broadest sense advertising had 
a very wide scope and performed many useful and necessary func- 
tions. To advertise meant to draw attention to. Early manifestations 
of it were seen in the old gild banners and the town criers. News- 
papers had widened its scope, and now there was radio advertising, 
and doubtless there would emerge many other ways not yet dreamed 
of. The fact of the matter was that advertising in its modern form 
did perform useful functions; it had come to stay, and they had ito 
make the best of it. 
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Advertising was an essential link between them and the manu- 
facturer: it enabled the manufacturer more effectively to display his 
wares, and enabled the buyer to discriminate and to exercise a free 
choice. Moreover, advertising was not confined to merchandising, it 
was used in many other ways, for philanthropic purposes and for the 
purpose of educatine the public. There were of course distasteful 
forms of advertising, but the public was not likely to be taken in by 
them. It should be remembered, too, that advertising brought with 
it various incidental benefits: for instance, but for advertising they 
would not have such fine and varied radio programmes. He submit- 
ted that, considered in its widest sense, advertising was not overdone. 


R. F. Snape, supporting the motion, contended that advertising was 
done at the expense of the public whether they liked it or not. One 
bought a newspaper and found that more than a quarter of the space 
was devoted to advertisements, one turned on the radio and heard a 
programme punctuated with advertisements, nor did one escape it 
at the cinema. 


Some types of advertising were aesthetically distasteful: America 
was overrun by billboards whose pictures were often displeasing to 
the eye. Another rather undesirable advertising trick was the distri- 
bution of cheap products for the purpose of popularising certain pro- 
prietary articles through gift schemes. 

Advertising was doubtless a very effective way of influencing 
people to buy certain things, but sometimes the products concerned 
were not worth buying. 


J. R. Murphie, opposing, thought that commercialised radio was 
not a bad thing, the only alternative to it was government subsidies. 
Moreover, the insertion of advertisements in radio programmes was 
a useful way of breaking up the script, thus tending to relieve mono- 
tony. Visual advertising also served a useful purpose: it provided 
entertainment to millions, the brilliant lights of Times Square were 
a good example of this. 

There always had been advertising in some form or another, nowa- 
days there were more numerous and varied methods of advertising, 
and so we were more conscious of it, but it did not therefore follow 
that advertising was overdone. 


At this point the debate was opened to the rest of the House, and 
several other members contributed to it. The motion was then put to 
the vote and was defeated by twenty-five votes to twenty-two.

Physical Education Society 


The Easter Term saw the formation of the Physical Education So- 
ciety, which is oven to all boys in the School and aims at the promo- 
tion of a wider sporting out'ook. It met with immediate success, 
attracting a very large proportion of the school, and with the build- 
ing of the Gymnasium the work of the Society should be greatly faci- 
litated. 

Rugby has now taken a place in the boy’s interests and Seniors 
showed great enthusiasm for the game. A match with Warwick 
towards the end of the season displayed plenty of potential talent on 
both sides. Next season it is hoped to get off the mark early and 
encourage boys to train along with the B.A.A. team. 

Another feature of the Physical Education Society has been the 
commencement of organised tennis coaching. More than fifty boys, 
from the second form upwards, have been going to the Tennis Sta- 
dium to be coached by Mr. C. Ward, and the results of their enthu- 
siasm will doutbless show when the School-versus-the-Staff match is 
played in the near future. 

Basket Ball, Soft Ball and Volley Ball are all to be started in the 
next few weeks, though the former will be delayed until the com- 
mencement of next term. Badminton, a good indoor sport, wi'l be 
part of our programme when the Gymnasium is finished, and this 
long awaited building will give excellent facilities for the develop- 
ment of Swedish Gymnastics, at which a small number of boys show 
distinct promise. 

Sailing and camping are at present distant aims on the Society’s 
“syllabus,” but within the next few months it is hoped that some 
move will be made in this direction. 

Extensive coaching in swimming has not up to now been attempted, 
but, an attempt is being made to train the few non-swimmers suffi- 
ciently well so that they will be able to help themselves in any emer- 
gency.
